SGA Elections,Uncontested & Unrecognized

Student Government held 
elections for the ‘93 -‘94 term last 
Tuesday and Wednesday. Only 
521, or roughly 6% of the student 
population voted. 

Brian Andriolo won the race 
for SGA President over Julie 
Thomas by the slimmest of mar¬ 
gins— 206 votes to 201 votes— 
with 82 votes going to Ryan 
Tucker and 32 blank ballots hand¬ 
ed in. Kevin Rourke beat Dan 
O’Grady in the battle for Vice 
President. Terri Stack won unop¬ 
posed the position of SGA 
Secretary. Brian Keener also was 
unopposed as SGA Treasurer. 
Jonathon Leite won unnopposed 
the position of Activities 
Commission Director. 

The race for Student Trustee 
was perhaps the most controver 



sial. David Cunningham outlasted Brian Andriolo became the new SGA President last Wednesday, winning by a narrow mai^. Nawn 


Jason Butze, winning 261 to 229, 
with 24 blank ballots cast. Butze, who 
will be a graduate student next year, 
courted the Graduate Student vote, and is 
believed to have their support. However, 
no graduate students voted in the election, 
as no one volunteered to run the voting 


booth for the graduate student office. In 
the past, graduate students were not 
allowed to vote in SGA elections, but 
heavy campaigning, especially by former 
Graduate Student Association President 
Ronald Steritti, won the right for grad stu¬ 
dents to represent the student body as 


trustee and to vote in the election. Butze 
however, has conceded the race, vowing 
not to “raise a stink” about the issue. 

Of the 21 Senate seats representing 
the classes of ‘96, ‘95, and ‘94, only 8 
seats will be filled. The open positions 
can be filled by appointment through the 


Governance Committee of SGA. 
Anyone interested in serving as a 
senator in SGA should contact the 
Governance Committee as soon as 
possible. In the past, open posi¬ 
tions have usually gone to those 
who lost the few contested races. 
Assuming the four people who lost 
in contested races (not including 
Butze, who cannot serve on Senate 
as a grad student) are appointed, 
there will still be 9 senate seats 
unfilled. The 7 Freshman Senate 
seats will be filled in September, 
when the Freshman class arrives. 

In the class of ‘94, Dan 
Hollingsworth’s 129 votes beat out 
newcomer Sherrie Orzechowski’s 
107 in the race for Class President. 
Timothy Wooster, Mary Anne 
Forte, and Christopher ‘Slush’ 
Carter won unopposed the races 
for Vice President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. George Franklin will 
serve as President of the class of 
‘95, with Amy Flores as Vice 
President. Both won unnopposed. 
No one ran for the Secretary and 
Treasurer positions. For the class of ‘96, 
Ken Cosco will be President and Mark 
Paquette will be Vice President. Both won 
unopposed. The Secretary and Treasurer 
positions are open. 


Proposal Made On Cumnock 
Acoustics

Recently, a proposal was 
made to improve the acoustics in 
Cumnock Hall auditorium.

Ron Steriti, president of 
the Graduate Student 
Association has indicated inter¬ 
est in the proposal and may allo¬ 
cate funds toward it but the deci¬ 
sion has not yet been voted on 
formally. 



Students & S.H.A.R.E. Participate in Mock Trial 
Addressing The Isuues Of 'Date Rape'

Joe is guilty! That’s what 
the jury decided on Wednesday, 
April 14, 1993, at the Third 
Annual Mock Rape Trial, pre¬ 
sented by S.H.A.R.E. and spon¬ 
sored by Residence Life. 

Students in attendance of the 
Third Annual Mock Rape Trial 
who found a red square stapled 
inside the program handed to 
them at the beginning of the trial 
were able to be on the Jury. The 
jury decided Joe’s fate after one 
hour and forty-five minutes list¬ 
ing to testimony and arguments 
from both the Prosecuting 
Attorney and the Defense 
Attorney. 

Joe was on trial because he 
wanted sex but Sue didn’t. Joe 
had sex with Sue without her 
consent and as evidence showed. 
Sue struggled in order to get her¬ 


self free. By definition. Sue was 
raped: any penetration of a per- 
son’s bodily orifice (vagina, 
mouth, anus) by another person’s 
body part (pennis, tongue, fin¬ 
ger) or object, committed against 
the person’s will, by force or 
threat of force. 

The outcome of the trial, 
with its guilty verdict, didn’t get 
much support from the audience. 
Many seemed to believe that the 
verdict was too strong. 
Nevertheless, the verdict sent a 
powerful message: no means no; 
even if you don’t say “yes” it 
means no . That’s exactly what 
Sue did. She let Joe know that 
she wasn’t ready for sex. He 
ignored her. Date rape—as in the 
case of Sue and Joe—is, unfortu¬ 
nately, very common. In fact, 
approximately 80-85% of rapes 
are acquaintance rap>es (includ¬ 
ing boyfriends, neighbors, col¬ 


leagues, sisters, etc...) 

when asked about rape 
being a problem at UMass 
Lowell, Trish Annese, who 
served as the judge at the Mock 
Trial said the following: “I think 
[rape at UML] is a huge prob¬ 
lem; our purpose is to educate 
students about this serious prob¬ 
lem. The Mock Rape Trial helps 
students in their understanding 
of this delicate issue.” She fur¬ 
ther advises that anybody who 
has been raped seek help. The 
Residence Life Staff is trained in 
counseling or you can call the 
Lowell Rape Crisis Center 24- 
hour hotline at 1-800-542-5212. 
It really doesn’t matter who you 
contact, as long as you do con¬ 
tact somebody. Important to 
remember is: Rape is NEVER 
the fault of the victim.

Take Action In Rape Prevention 


Colleges Pressured To

At Brown University in 
Rhode Island, students known as 
the Sexual Assault Peer 
Educators act out a date rape at a 
residence hall, while campus 
police offer women’s self- 
defense classes at the student 
union. 

At the University of 
Florida in Gainesville, coun¬ 
selors with Sexual Assault 
Recovery Services lead men’s 
rape-awareness groups at frater¬ 
nity houses. 

In the wake of increas¬ 
ing violent crimes on the 
nation’s college campuses, 
school officials are being pres¬ 
sured to alert students to the risks 
of university life, particularly in 
regard to rape. 

In some cases, students 
who are frustrated by the judicial 
system’s limitations in dealing 
with date rape cases are taking 
matters into their own hands. 

About 20 male students 
at the University of Virginia 
formed a secret group called The 
Southern Society to confront 
alleged campus rapists. 
According to campus newspaper 
reports, group members inter¬ 


vene only at the request of the 
victim, who must contact them 
through a newspaper ad. The 
group’s founder, who said his 
sister was raped, told the 
Cavalier Daily that the group 
was non-violent and that its 
intention was to help women 
who were afraid to press charges. 

Anonymous fliers, 
posters and graffiti are being 
employed more now by women 
who are angry about date rape 
and are intent on publicizing the 
names of alleged perpetrators. 

At Yale University, 
about 20 fliers identifying a male 
student as a rapist were posted 
on a classroom building. 
However, no victim has contact¬ 
ed campus police to report a 
rape, even anonymously. “It was 
sort of mysterious,’’ said Martha 
Matzke, director of public 
affairs. 

At other Universities, 
women have listed the names of 
alleged rapists and fraternities on 
walls in public areas. “Apple Pi 
Rapes Women - Stay Away!’’ 
read recent graffiti in a women’s 
restroom at Drexel University in 
Philadelphia. 

According to campus 
newspaper The Triangle, the 


graffiti appeared after a female 
student reported to police Jan. 31 
that she had been assaulted at the 
Alpha Pi Lambda (known as 
“Apple Pi”) fraternity house. 

Carol Bohmer, associ¬ 
ate professor of sociology at the 
University of Pittsburgh, said the 
reactions might be attributed to 
frustration. 

“I suspect they feel 
they’re not getting any where 
with the other methods,” said 
Bohmer, co-author of the forth¬ 
coming book, “Rape Crisis on 
Campus.” 

“I think a lot of women 
are finding it very frustrating that 
their complaints, particularly in 
regard to date rape, are not being 
taken seriously.” 

Universities also are 
facing legal challenges and con¬ 
straints in regard to rape. Laws 
passed in response to brutal 
crimes at colleges and universi¬ 
ties have addressed the issue of 
intensified campus crime. 
Among them is the 1990 Student 
Right-to-Know and Campus 
Security Act, the result of a leg¬ 
islative battle by the parents of a 
Lehigh University freshman 
who, in 1986, was found raped, 
knifed and strangled in her dorm 


room. 

The federal law requires 
all U.S. colleges and universities 
receiving federal funds to supply 
violent crime statistics annually. 

Those 1991 crime 
reports, supplied by 2,400 col¬ 
leges and universities and 
released last fall for the first 
time, shattered the image of the 
nation’s campuses as oases of 
learning. 

The reports showed 
almost 1,000 rapes among 7,500 
cases of violent crimes, includ¬ 
ing 30 murders, more than 1,800 
robberies, and thousands of bur¬ 
glaries and motor vehicle thefts, 
according to a report in The 
Chronicle of Higher Education. 

The numbers are mis¬ 
leadingly low. The Chronicle 
reported that many colleges and 
universities missed the 
September deadline for filing the 
information and others failed to 
file, claiming not to know about 
the law or to misunderstand its 
requirements. 

Another survey of vio¬ 
lence on college and university 
campuses throughout the United 
States and Canada was conduct¬ 
ed in 1990 by the Campus 
Violence Prevention Center at 


Towson State University in 
Maryland. Only 437 of the 2,700 
institutions questioned responded 
to the survey, but the results 
were significant. 

The institutions report¬ 
ed a total of 429 sexual assaults 
excluding rape, and 215 rapes on 
their campuses during the 1989- 
1990 academic year. More than 
half of these assaults were perpe¬ 
trated by the women’s dates or 
acquaintances and more than half 
involved alcohol. 

College officials also 
have come under fire for poor 
handling of rapes and sexual 
assaults after they have occurred. 
Rather than referring rape vic¬ 
tims to the police or encouraging 
them to pursue prosecution, col¬ 
lege and university officials 
often have chosen to handle the 
assaults internally, using campus 
disciplinary boards. 

These boards, more 
accustomed to dealing with cases 
of plagiarism than assault, have 
been widely criticized by experts 
who say the boards handle the 
cases using invisible procedures. 
Others, like Bohmer, say campus 
judicial boards can be effective if 
date rape cases are handled

Red Cross and CSO are at it again

The American Red 

Cross came looking for blood 
donors at UML for the fourth 
and final time this school year. 
Red Cross publicist Lisa Landon 
coordinated the drive, and as 
usual got support and help from 
the Community Service 
Organization (CSO). 

CSO President Alysia 
Tardelli, of Kappa Delta Phi, 
who helped sign people up 
Wednesday in the South Campus 
S.U.B., indicated a poor overall 
turnout. The Red Cross was set 
up Monday and Tuesday on 
North, falling short of their goal 
of 65 pints per day by about 10 


units each day. 

“With the rain, it didn’t 
go as well as we hoped but there 
was a better turnout 
[Wednesday],” Tardelli said. 

“The tables have been 
pretty full all day [Wednesday]; 
we should meet or exceed our 
goal [of 65 units], Tardelli stat¬ 
ed, adding “South Campus is 
usually better than North 
Campus anyway.” 

Two of the South 
Campus donors on Wednesday 
were Freshmen Stephenie 
Gabelmann, who is studying art, 
and Christine Gatto, an unde¬ 
clared health major. 

Gabelmann, donating 
blood for the second time, said 


the procedure went “fine,” stat¬ 
ing “I like the satisfaction of 
knowing I’m helping someone 
and that if I were lying in a hos¬ 
pital bed in need of blood, know¬ 
ing that people are out there who 
donate.” 

Gatto summed up the 
merits of giving blood when she 
said “sacrificing a half-hour of 
your time to save somebody’s 
life is definitely worth it.” 

The American Red 
Cross in Lowell is located at 391 
Pawtucket St. and accepts blood 
donations on the first and third 
Wednesdays of every month. 
Donors are required a 56 day 
waiting period between dona¬ 
tions. 


‘Demon’ Toilet Casts Spell On Newspaper

GAINESVILLE, Fla. - 
Sometimes, a newspaper just has 
to wade through it. 

When Ed Barber, gen¬ 
eral manager of The Independent 
Florida Alligator, arrived at work 
March 18, he happened upon a 
toilet cemented to the sidewalk 
in front of the building. 

But this was no ordi¬ 
nary commode. This toilet was 
adorned with various satanic 
markings. 

It wasn’t difficult to see 
the writing on the bowl. It 
included the 666 with a happy 
face above it and a statement 
which read, “May the dead rise 
and smell the incense.” 


A note also was sent 
with the toilet. It contained vari¬ 
ous German phrases, including 
one which translated to, “He is 
ringing the bell at the door.” 
Another phrase read “The 
sweater shall be done soon.” 

The note also had sev¬ 
eral Satanic markings on it. 

“These are the kinds of 
things that newspapers can 
expect to experience, since 
unfortunately there are some sick 
people or some people with sick 
senses of humor,” Barber said. 

Police were called to 
the scene and determined the toi¬ 
let was harmless. 

“There’s some weird 
shit in this town,” Gainesville 


police Sgt. Walt Eisenbrown 
said. “We’ve had some satanic 
verses with dead animals around, 
but this is the first satanic toilet 
I’ve ever been to.” 

The incident prompted 
the staff to pen an editorial about 
returning from spring break to 
extensive power outages because 
of a massive winter storm and a 
cemented toilet bowl outside the 
office. 

“We came back too 
early,” the editorial noted, pass¬ 
ing along the newspaper’s new 
proverb: “A week that begins 
with no power must end with a 
satanic toilet.” 
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Rape prevention demanded on campus

properly because women are 
reluctant to press criminal 
charges against men they know. 

Mark Goodman, execu¬ 
tive director of the Wasliington- 
based Student Press Law Center, 
cites examples of officials pro¬ 
tecting high-profile college ath¬ 
letes, whose cases bypass local 
police authorities and are han¬ 
dled by closed campus judiciary 
boards. 

That practice has been 
challenged by students bringing 
expensive lawsuits against col¬ 
leges and universities. In 1991 
four students brought a lawsuit 
against Carleton College in 
Minnesota, charging the college 
with improper handling of their 
assault cases. The suit was set¬ 
tled out of court later that year. 
The Campus Sexual Assault 
Victims’ Bill of Rights was a 
result of the Carleton College 
lawsuit. The 1992 law requires 
universities to set up counseling 
programs, inform students of 
available programs and encour¬ 
age sexual assault victims to 
work with off-campus police and 
authorities. 

Over the past few years, 
the University of Southern 
California in Los Angeles has 
been hit with campus security 
lawsuits costing the university 
millions of dollars. 

University spokesman 
Rob Asghar said much of the 
crime that happens on USC’s 
campus stems from its location 
in crime-ridden, south-central 
Los Angeles. But after campus 
rapes and subsequent lawsuits, 
use officials appointed an 
external panel of experts in 1991 
to study USC’s sexual assault 
programs. 

Asghar said the panel’s 
recently released report cited an 
“urgent need for formal, written 
policies. The panel made 47 rec¬ 
ommendations, and said that 


use could lead the nation in 
developing programs that deal 
with sexual assault.’’ 

Among its many sug¬ 
gestions, the panel recommended 
that the university immediately 
inform everyone on campus 
when a sexual assault occurs, 
that it furnish mandatory educa¬ 
tion on sexual assault and pre¬ 
vention to all new students, and 
that it better coordinate with 
local law enforcement agencies 
to avoid investigative delays. 

While many universi¬ 
ties are being forced to answer 
the call for tighter campus secu¬ 
rity and better rape prevention 
programs, Goodman of the 
Student Press Law Center said 
some universities have made 
strides by providing their cam¬ 
pus newspapers with crime sta¬ 
tistics that enable students to 
protect themselves and by pro¬ 
viding comprehensive programs. 

The University of 
Florida’s Sexual Assault 
Recovery Program is one exam¬ 
ple. When a rape occurred in a 
dorm room on the Gainesville 
campus a few months ago, “the 
administration was incredibly 
supportive,” said Mary Koch 
Ruiz, the programs director. 

The man raped one 
women and attempted to rape her 
roommate. Both women were 
immediately referred to the cen¬ 
ter where counselors worked 
with them, contacting local 
authorities and explaining 
options. Ruiz said counselors 
were also sent to the students’ 
residence hall to assist other stu¬ 
dents. 

Ruiz said that along 
with crisis intervention, the pro¬ 
gram’s counselors provide sexu¬ 
al assault peer education pro¬ 
grams that help students under¬ 
stand their fears and how to cope 
with a sense of loss of control. 

the university is also 
developing a model program tar¬ 


geting male students, who, stud¬ 
ies have shown, are responsible 
for most of the sexual assaults 
and rapes on campus. Ruiz said 
that many men are reluctant to 
participate in rape-awareness 
programs, but outreach is begin¬ 
ning to w’ork. “We’re getting 
more calls from fraternities 
now,” Ruiz said. 

Joseph Weinberg, a 
rape-prevention educator with a 
special focus on men, said he is 
not surprised by male students’ 
resistance. He also encounters 
resistance from fraternity mem¬ 
bers and athletes when he con¬ 
ducts rape-awareness sessions on 
campuses nationwide. 

“We’re challenging 
deeply held notions of what it 
means to l>e a man in our soci¬ 
ety,” Weinberg said. “When you 
go into a group and say, ‘Hello, 
we are rapist pigs. Now, what 
are we going to do about it?,’ it 
doesn’t elicit a happy response. 
But all the defensiveness, all the 
woofing and other male stuff we 
get is critical to the process.” 

“I tell men, ‘If you con¬ 
tinue to buy into the model of 
traditional masculinity, it is very 
possible that you will commit a 
sexual assault.’” 

Matzke, of Yale 
University, said she sees the var¬ 
ious reactions - the fliers, the 
vigilante group, “take back the 
night” rallies and disagreement 
about judicial board procedures - 
as part of the struggle that 
American society is going 
through as it redefines rape and 
relations between men and 
women. 

Women have felt violat¬ 
ed and powerless because date 
rape has been treated carelessly 
in the past, but they are now tak¬ 
ing a stronger role in changing 
the way cases are handled. 

“Women are trying to 
say, ‘The old ways don’t work 
for us,”’ Matzke said.

“I was sitting in the front 
office talking with some people about 
the fact that just one guy had signed 
up for three night position during 
spring break,” Davis said “Someone 
mentioned that one person could do it 
all week. I left While I was gone I 
was voted into this.” 

Instead of going to Dayton, 
Ohio, or St Louis for spring break 
like he had planned, Davis ended up 
in the radio station. He got no tan. 
He has no stories to tell his friends 
about wild limes during spring break.

tion crumbles around us." 

Hockey is a very big sport in the northeast and in 

Massachusetts in particular. Over half the ‘92 Olympic hockey team 
heralded from the Bay State. Right here at Lowell we have a legiti¬ 
mate Division I hockey power. Next year’s team will be even better 
than tlie learn that nearly edged eventual National Champion Maine. 
Juniors Mike Murray and Shane Henry were fourth and fifth in 
Hockey East scoring, respectively; junior goaltender Dwayne 
Roloson played spectacularly behind often suspect defense (the 
team’s one weakness gets worse with Scott Meehan graduating); and 
a talented freshman cast adds a year of experience to great begin¬ 
nings. So the team will be there, but what about the students? 

An on-campus facility will give the hockey team a real 
home. It will also provide a legitimate venue for the basketball 
teams that have enjoyed anonymous success in recent years (the men 
won the Division II National Championship in ‘88 and the women 
this past season nearly made the Division II Final Four). In addition, 
a new arena will provide a setting for concerts, shows, maybe even 
ESPN coverage (don’t worry, Dick Vitale won’t show up). 

Eighty percent of UML students commute and our high-rise 
dormitory is nearly vacant. Meanwhile, UMass Amherst packs ‘em 
in from all over the state and brags about their new 8,400 seat 
Mullins Center, where Metallica and Guns N’ Roses have already 
had dates. Sure, Amherst has a great campus in a good college town, 
but what do schools like UMass Dartmouth and Merrimack College 
have over Lowell? Nothing. Zero. At Lowell we have a top-notch 
engineering program, a quality music department, great liberal arts 
faculty and much, much more. 

We have three times as many campuses as most colleges 
and universities, yet no sense of community. We need this arena. 
We need the forum for pride that it will give to us. UMass Lowell 
isn’t a bad place, it just needs to discover itself I don’t think anyone 
wants that discovery to be: engineering school, commuters. This 
isn’t a community college for math and science whizzes; it’s a uni¬ 
versity, with 10,000 students, seven colleges, two campuses and a 
river. Sounds good to me. 

Before a sense of campus community may arise, however, 
there has to be at least a semblance of an on-campus life. Simply 
put, UML has to attract borders. Athletic teams are identifying enti¬ 
ties (I bet over half the UML student body knows where the universi¬ 
ties of Michigan and North Carolina are); so are new buildings. The 
average prospective freshman isn’t going to return from a campus 
visit and tell his or her friends, “oh, the new hockey rink was alright, 
but there just weren’t enough vol umes in the library.” If she or he 
is, chances are they aren’t thinking about Lowell to begin with. This 
presents a sad commentary on our degenerative society: we build 
newer and bigger buildings while life’s foundation crumbles around 
us. 

UMass Lowell has the potential of being very attractive to 
students of all backgrounds and from all parts of the state. It is small 
without being tiny, big without being overwhelming; it is challeng¬ 
ing without being impossible and it has all the ingredients for a great 
college atmosphere. These ingredients should be formulated into a 
place where spirit and pride abound in an intellectually stimulating 
and fun setting. Reading James Joyce and drinking Pepsi just won’t 
do it. We need more books and a new arena. I don’t know, it sounds 
good to me. (Nazzaro’s column appears weekly in the Connector.)

Barnes & Noble: they 

play games with our money 

Bames & Nobles owes U Mass Lowell $75,000. In the 

(RFP) request for proposal it was stated that UMass Lowell would 
allow an 18% mark-up on books with the agreement that Bames & 
Nobles would return $175,000 after fiscal year 1993. $100,000 
has been paid. Where is the rest? 

They were allowed a maximum 18% gross margin mark-up but 
accidentally overcharged at 25%. So in attempt to compensate they 
subtracted 7% from 125%. That still does not equal 18%. A well 
established business does not make such amaturish mistakes, 
unless there is harmful intent. 

When UMass Lowell has been paid the total $175,000 the figure 
will be distributed three ways. 

•$50,000 will go directly to the UMass Lowell mailroom employ¬ 
ees for salaries. 

•$62,500 will go to the Bookstore Committee. This money is set 
up in a fund which is available to university clubs and organiza¬ 
tions upon request approval. 

•$62,500 is given to the administration. Specific allocation of this 
figure are most likely going to the Arena. However, bear in mind 
that this is $62,500 which administration did not recieve last year 
or any previous from the Bookstore Associates. If anybody 
recieves this money students should. The Bookstore Associates, 
previous managing power of the bookstore, channeled their profits 
toward the mailroom and the BSA fund only. Administration did 
just fine. 

Now consider this; when Bames & Nobles purchased the space 
previously occupied by the BSA they agreed to pay an extra 
$80,000 (beyond the set figure for the space) for fixture. This 
included shelving, registers, lights, etc.Barnes 6l Nobles agreed 
this was fair and committed themselves. Unhappy with those fix¬ 
tures, they opted to remove them and replace them with new fix¬ 
tures. Is it possible that they are holding out on this money in retal¬ 
iation for a purchase they did not really want? Could this be why 
there is still no signed contract?

“In my view, SGA is really great” 

This past year has definitely been an interesting one. 
Student Government has taken on and discussed some very heated 
topics. The bookstore issue is still a hot topic. Up to this point SGA 
has really been involved in the decisions made on the bookstore. 
SGA has established the new bookstore committee which grants 
funding requests to clubs and organizations. It’s open to all students 
and I challenge students to take advantage of these funds. The other 
issue is the overcharge to the students. The issue is still being 
resolved, but SGA has actively been pursuing these funds that are 
owed to the students. Lastly, the upcoming move of the South 
Campus bookstore from Cobum Hall to the Student Union Center 
is an issue. Let me just say that the move will not cost the students 
anything. Barnes & Noble has already stated that it will completely 
pay for this move and the upgrade of facilities within the Student 
Union building. 

The parking problem has existed since the University 
opened.

He filed a bill that would buy the Vulkor building 
located on Broadway St. It’s about one hundred yards from Cobum 
Hall. This purchase would solve the problem. Already this bill has 
passed the House of Representatives. The Senate will vote on it 
soon. So contact your hometown State Senator. 

We have also tackled many other issues such as apathy, 
ROTC, WJUL (antenna issue), tuition and fees, and the list goes on. 
Steve Anstey wrote in last week’s Connector that the SGA sucked.

Indecent Proposal is too decent.

Adrian Lyne is the 
most responsible sleaze artist 
alive; in movies like 
Flashdance, 9 112 Weeks, and 
Fatal Attraction, his soft-core 
sensibility had a moralistic 
streak that punished us for 
being turned on. His characters 
could fornicate all over the 
map, but the cost of it all—mar¬ 
riages, sanity, self-respect— 
was always crippling or fatal. 
Lyne has talent, but it’s the 
kind of talent that can turn 
kitchen-sink porno into a ser¬ 
mon about ethics. 

If DeMille were alive 
today, he’d probably be making 
Adrian Lyne movies: swank 
spectacles as chaste and virtu¬ 
ous as a church on Sunday. 
Indecent Proposal is his latest 
R-rated homily. (It should have 
been called “Reverend Lyne’s 
Number Four: The Evils of 
Money Love.” The ads for the 
movie promise a loose, sexy 
melodrama, but it turns out to 
be a monotonous love story 
about the superiority of a shoe¬ 
string romance. It’s about feel¬ 
ing sorry for rich lonely guys. 

Structurally, Indecent 
Proposal is an insult to the 
audience. Lyne assumes we 
can’t accept a ridiculous 
premise without an hour’s 
worth of exposition, so tl\e 
movie has a long, lazy buildup. 
We’re introduced to David and 
Diana Murphy (Woody 
Harrelson, Demi Moore) by 
way of a cute home-movie 
flashback: the two flower chil¬ 
dren carve their names into a 
pier, giggle at zoo animals, cud¬ 
dle in a field, etc. This is to 
show us that the Murphys were 
happy when they were poor. 
Next comes The Wedding and 
The First Apartment. Diana 
pouts at David’s habit of leav¬ 
ing his clothes on the floor. 
They argue, make up, and have 


violent sex on the dining room 
floor. These scenes have a rev¬ 
erent, fantastical tone, as if the 
two were Wagnerian 
superlovers. When the reces¬ 
sion hits and the Murphys are 
down to their last five thousand 
dollars, they drive to Las Vegas 
to try their luck. This is to show 
us David’s “dark side”; he has a 
spineless betting method, shift¬ 
ing from red to black to red and 
losing. By the time John Gage 
(Robert Redford) enters the pic¬ 
ture with his now-famous mil- 
lion-dollar offer, we’re patheti¬ 
cally grateful that someone’s 
finally done something. 

Indecent Proposal has 
a built-in lack of suspense. If 
Diana doesn’t accept Gage’s 
offer there would be no movie, 
and even if she did, and every¬ 
thing went fine and the 
Murphys pocketed their million 
without regrets, that wouldn’t 
be a movie either. But the pre¬ 
dictability wouldn’t be a prob¬ 
lem if screenwriter Amy 
Holden Jones didn’t take her¬ 
self so seriously. The Murphys 
aren’t aware that he’s testing 
their loyalty. David suffers the 
most after Diana accepts: he 
broods, he b)eats the walls, he 
throws things. When he works 
himself into an Othellian rage 
and demands to know if the sex 
was good, Diana doesn’t have 
the wit to reply. 

That’s why the 
movie’s such a bore: the bil¬ 
lionaire looks like Robert 
Redford. Whoever came up 
with the idea of casting Redford 
should be forced to sit through 
“Shoah,” twice. With Redford 
the movie’s pointless, without a 
spark. If the billionaire were an 
ugly, overbearing slob and 
wealth were his only attractive 
quality, the movie might have 
some bite. How about David 
Carradine as a blind para¬ 
plegic? Or Sigourney Weaver 
as a Lisa Lyon dominatrix? The 
possibilities are endless: ANY¬ 


THING but the face that 
inspired Memories. 

Redford is an unneces¬ 
sary complication. It’s doubtful 
that one of the most handsome 
men ever photographed would 
have to rely on money to sleep 
with women. Jones seems to 
realize this, so she has Gage 
“explain” his indecency: he 
rambles on about lost ideals, 
and about a girl he spotted on a 
train forty or fifty years ago and 
never stopped thinking about. 
Redford has his own reasons 
for being here; in the movie’s 
press material he calls 
“Indecent Proposal” “a post¬ 
mortem of the 80’s when greed 
was licensed in the United 
States as a way to be and a way 
to go. Gage is the embodiment 
of the Faustian bargain.” In a 
spinning, philosophical world 
of his own, Redford shuffles 
through the picture with the 
weight of the nation on his 
shoulders. 

Indecent Proposal is 
an exercise in personality drain. 
Diana has no friends; David has 
two: a cream-colored, furry lap- 
dog and a brash lawyer (Oliver 
Platt) who fulfills the same pur¬ 
pose as the Stuart Pankin char¬ 
acter in Fatal Attraction —he’s 
not very funny, but he’s amoral 
enough to break all the soul- 
searching tension. It’s 

easy to see why the movie’s a 
hit: it has the phlegmatic appeal 
of a soap opera, which makes it 
a great dating movie. Soap 
operas hook you with their 
slow-motion, lifeless plots; the 
only way to keep interested is 
to see yourself in the charac¬ 
ters, and that, I imagine, can be 
hard to shake. There’s nothing 
offensive or marginal here; 
everything boils down to a 
clich6: “It’s better to be poor 
and in love than rich and love¬ 
less.” The movie is being sold 
as a Cosmopolitan lovers’ quiz; 
it’s tag line is “What Would 
You Do?”

The Seacoast 

Repertory Theater in 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire is 
putting on "Evita" now through 
May 2. "Evita" is Andrew 
Lloyd Webber's two-act musi¬ 
cal based on the life of the 
legendary Eva Peron, the 
wickedly charismatic symbol 
of hope and success for many 
Argentinians during the 1940's 
and 1950's. Webber teamed up 
with lyricist Time Rice, who 
more recently worked on the 
Disney film Aladdin to create 
this strikingly powerful and 
original show. 

Evita tells the story of 
a woman driven solely by 
power and how she eventually 
attained it. She seduced and 
stole the hearts of men to get to 
the top until she finally met 
Juan Peron who was genuinely 
impressed with her lust for life. 
He was more impressed when 
he saw what she could do for 
him - she flattered him and fed 
his ego by praising on the radio 
his genius as the next great 
leader of the country. Once 
married to Peron, Eva did much 
for her country she overcame 
military opposition, established 
a foundation to help the poor, 
and became a respected and 
admired role model of the 
Argentinians. The story is told 
from the point of view of Che 
Guevara, the legendary revolu¬ 
tionary who is fascinated by 
Eva, but can't stand her or her 
husband. The arguments 
between Che and Evita provide 
an added dimension to the 
background information. 
Through Che, the audience is 


made aware that publicly, the 
Perons expressed the desire to 
rid Argentina of social injus¬ 
tice, while privately, they took 
advantage. 

The role of Evita was 
exquisitely played by Candace 
Azotea and no other cast mem¬ 
ber matched her extraordinary 
talent. She was the true star of 
the show, and her heart-rending 
death scene left few dry eyes in 
the theater. The success of the 
show relies heavily on Evita 
and Che. Although Azotea did 
an outstanding job in her role, 
David O'Neil, who played Che, 
did not match her superior tal¬ 
ents. Unfortunately O'Neil 
lacked the magic that Azotea 
had in her portrayal of E\ ita. 
Strong performances were 
given by Maurice Richard, who 
played Agustin Magaldi, the 
popular Buenos Aires tango 
dancer who seduced Evita at 
fifteen. Richard displayed fine 
vocal ability in his role as the 
lustrous tango singer and his 
vocal strength enhances the 
production immensely. The 
only disappointment was that 
the audience didn't get to hear 
him sing as much as I would 
have preferred. 

The Seacoast 

Repertory Theater does much 
justice to Andrew Lloyd 
Webber's international stage 
success, "Evita". With multital¬ 
ented actors like Candace 
Azotea and Maurice Richard, it 
makes an evening of extraordi¬ 
nary entertainment.

The Downward Road

A ssuperficial listen to 
The Downward Road, the debut 
Mercury album from The 
Pursuit of Happiness, might 
suggest that the only thing that 
songwriter Moe Berg is intrest- 
ed in is giving you a boner. 

Not so. 

ThoughjLhf .ti^pesipitt, 
described by a Toronto newspa¬ 
per as "a deft ironist who hides 
his wit behind a Madonna 
smile,” sometimes uses sexual 
imagery to bring a 90's realism 
to his expressions of affection, 
Berg qualifies his lustful out¬ 
bursts with an intellectual twist 
that's practically foreign in the 
pop-flavored naivete of rock 'n' 
roll. 

The Downward Road 
is a fifteen-song depiction of 
life complicated by romantic 
entanglements with a lethal 
combination of Murphy's Law 
and neurotic behavior. 

It's an approach that 
distinguishes the Canadian 


quartet from the rest of the 
pack. 

Hailing from Toronto, 
The Pursuit of Happiness is 
defined by a grinding guitar 
assualt tossed with pseudo-bub¬ 
blegum harmonies. 

The album's openign 
track, "Cigarette Dangles," is a 
tale of calculated lust that has 
Berg wasnting to 'ride the big 
w^ye^'^ 4 segues ipto the obses¬ 
sive "Nobody But Me" which 
combines slightly kinky behav¬ 
ior with overt desperation. 

And just see if you can 
get "Pressing Lips," the album's 
token feel-good love song out 
of your head after you hear it! 

Among the other high¬ 
lights are a guest appearance by 
mentor Todd Rundgren on the 
instrumental "Love theme from 
TPOH," the remorrseful "But I 
Do" featuring Paul 

McCandless from the Jazz quar¬ 
tet, Oregon. 

The only thing you 
won't find in The Downward 
Road are clues to Berg's own 
private life. "I've never been 


intrested in keeping a personal 
diary for the whole world to 
read," states Berg. "Most of the 
songs are made-up stuff." 

The TPOH story 
begins in 1986 when the band 
garnered internation attention 
with a witty, independent single 
called "I'm an Adult Now." 
That was followed by two criti¬ 
cally acclaimed albums pro¬ 
duced by Todd Rundgren: Love 
Junk and One Sided Story. 

Core members Moe 
Berg, Dave Gilby, and Kris 
Abbot were joined by Brad 
Barker in 1990 for the One 
Sided Story tour. 

The fact the album 
was recorded when L.A. itself 
was immersed in riot-and-earth- 
quake-plagued circumstances 
only heightened the direction of 
the album. "Los Angeles was 
the best possible locaton to 
record other than Bosnia 
Herzegovnia," says Berg. 

If you like modern 
rock, this is an exceptional 
album which could steer you to 
your own pursuit of happiness!

The UMass Lowell 
rugby club opened its season 
Saturday, April 10th. The team 
played Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute in its first game of the 
spring season. The final result 
of the A-side game was a 
Lowell loss by the score of 17- 
0. The second game or B-side 
match was much closer but the 
younger Lowell players couldn’t 
pull off a victory either, losing 
7-0. 

The steady rain that 
had been falling for most of the 
morning let up just before the 
game started at noon. The wet 
field conditions only added to 
Lowell's offensive woes. Lowell 
failed to generate any offense 
throughout the game. It seemed 
as if they had forgotten how to 
run or pass properly as they put 
on a poor display of rugby 
skills. Dropped balls, lack of 
passing and running backwards 
all combined to produce a grand 
total of zero points or even 
threats of scoring points. 
Lowell's backs failed to get the 


job done on offense. 

In the first half the for¬ 
wards (or linemen) appeared to 
be heading for the same dismal 
performance but managed to 
pull together in the second half 
of the game. They did manage 
to win almost all the lineouts 
and a good portion of the 
scrumdowns in the second half. 
(A lineout is when the ball goes 
out of bounds and is thrown 
back in between two opposing 
lines of forwards, resulting in a 
battle for possession of the ball. 
A scrumdown is also a fight for 
possession but takes the form of 
two opposing wedges of bent 
over forwards literally pushing 
head-to-head above the loose 
ball rolling on the ground.) 
However, despite winning a 
majority of scrumdowns and 
lineouts, Lowell could not 
direct an offensive attack. 

Defensively, Lowell 
picked up where they left off 
last fall. Aggressive hitting, 
solid tackling and relentless 
pursuit made for a solid 
defense. Only one try (or touch¬ 
down) was allowed by defen¬ 
sive breakdown. The other 


points came from a dropped ball 
in their own try zone and a long 
penalty kick by Worcester, not 
from defensive collapses. 

The B-side played well 
for their young age. Made up of 
almost entirely of rookies and 
second season players, Lowell 
B-side was far behind 
Worcester in experience. 
Aggressive play and winning 
spirit kept them in the game 
throughout. They showed good 
potential and gained valuable 
game time on Saturday. A 7-0 
loss was nothing to be ashamed 
of in their first game of the sea¬ 
son. 

Lowell has four or five 
games left on their schedule. 
The only home game will be on 
April 29th in the early evening. 
The rugby team hopes to enter¬ 
tain a large turnout at what is 
sure to be a wild, exciting event 
that kicks off Spring Carnival.
